Then 4” gauge wire 
will be strong enough to support any 
“callers,” be they cats or dogs of me- 
dium size.

He pulled the hair from out of his tail! 
We tried home remedies for it. Then 
we noticed that he acted a little 
“balmy.” He attacked a broom stand- 
ing upright in the kitchen. Next, he 
growled ferociously and pounced on a 
glittery evening bag which lay on the 
bed. He trembled and sought my com- 
fort to allay his fears. I finally took 
him to a veterinarian in Great Neck, 
N. Y. (Dr, Goodman), a very fine diag- 
nostician for cats. He said that the 
cat had a brain tumor. The autopsy 
proved the diagnosis to be correct.

The 
bid has been accepted to convene in 
Detroit during the two-day Michigan 
Cat Society’s exhibition which will fea- 
ture an All Breed, a Siamese Specialty 
and a Solid Color Specialty, which will 
herald the opening of National Cat 
Week. The bid was extended by Mr. 
H. B. Zieses, Secretary of the Michi- 
gan Cat Society and General Manager 
of the Exhibition, who is also a mem- 
ber of the Executive Board of National 
Cat Week. 

The National Cat Week secretary 
also announced that arrangements with 
the Girl Scouts of America to take 
part in the November celebration are 
expected to be completed during Sep- 
tember, in ample time to have this 
great organization throw its weight 
behind the project.

Developments in scientific research 
are a constant source of wonder to 
the layman. This month, instead of 
the usual one-subject article, it might 
prove of interest to outline a few of 
the more recent discoveries and per- 
haps inject a note or two of personal 
observation, 

FLUORESCENT LAMPS 
A warning for all those using fluor- 


escent lamps in catteries or homes! 
The inside coating of some fluores- 
cent lamps is reported to contain 


beryilium, a toxic substance. Beryilium 
dust that gets into a skin cut or is 
inhaled into the lungs may result in 
a serious condition. Do, if you use 
fluorescent lamps, keep discarded 
tubes out of reach of pets and chil- 
dren. Burned out tubes should be 
placed in covered containers and never 
in open ones. Should a tube be broken 
in cattery or home, dampen the bits 
of glass to prevent powder circulation, 
sweep up, and place in a heavy paper 
wrapping. Never handle the broken 
fragments without covering the hands 
with gloves. Simple precautions, but 
worthy of attention by breeder or 
homemaker. 
PENICILLIN 

When penicillin was first introduced 
to the world, scientists, as well as the 
average person, were inclined to en- 
dow it with more healing power than 
it actually possessed. However, later 
experiments proved the fallacy of 
these early beliefs and the public 
settled down to await the arrival of 
penicillin in new forms created for a

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specific purpose. A few weeks ago I 
was fortunate enough to observe the 
use and efficacy of one new form and 
if it works out in all instances as it 
did in this, it should prove a boon to 
breeders. It all came about this way: 

A young altered male, boarding for a 
few weeks, developed a swelling on 
the lower jaw the second day after 
arrival. The swelling looked very much 
like an abscess so he was taken to the 
veterinary for professional diagnosis 
and treatment. The swelling was, in- 
deed, an abscess, but being too hard 
to lance, the cat was taken home and 
returned two days later when the 
swelling had developed a soft spot. 
This time the swelling was lanced, 
the opening thoroughly cleaned out 
and then an incision made into the 
abscess. Into this incision was insert- 
ed the new form of penicillin, looking 
much like a piece of frosted glass— 
dry and brittle and shaped like a lead 
pencil though about half the thickness. 
Penicillin in this form melts at body 
temperature. A gauze pad was placed 
over the opening and bandaged light- 
ly in place (so as not to interfere with 
drainage), This first treatment was 
followed by a second two days later 
and the cat responded beautifully. He 
was completely well in no time at all, 
and during what might have been an 
unpleasant and painful period, played 
as usual and didn’t miss a meal. 
Though penicillin may not be a cure- 
all, it is very good for what it is good 
FOR, and undoubtedly this new form 
will soon be as well known as are 
the liquid and ointment. 


GLYCERITE OF HYDROGEN 
PEROXIDE 


Reversing the usual procedure, a 
medication first developed for human 
use, and considered a new “miracle 
drug,” has been adapted for veterin- 
ary use. The medication, made up in 
the main of hydrogen peroxide, and 
called glycerite of hydrogen peroxide, 
is claimed to reduce the healing time 
of infections including gangrene, burns 
and cuts by 50%! The effectiveness 
of this new treatment is attributed to 
the fact the hydrogen peroxide is 
stabilized so its healing properties re- 
main intact after application. This 
medication has already been used on 
2500 small animals at the Emmerson 
Animal Hospital, Quincy, Mass., under 
the direction of Dr. James Emmerson, 
resulting in the recovery of 92% of 
seriously ill. This medication, which 
no doubt we’ll be hearing more about, 
was developed by Dr. Ethan Allen 
Brown of the Allergy Clinic of Boston 
Dispensary, and bids far to carve a

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HISTORY OF THE AMERICAN CAT FANCY 


PART 7 — FIRST AMERICAN CAT SHOWS

May 6, 1895 marks the official found- 
ing date of the American Cat Fancy 
because on that date the first cat show, 
commanding national attention, was 
held in Madison Square Garden, New 
York City. 

Everything relative to the Cat Fan- 
cy in America gyrates from thar his- 
torical feline episode. 

This first show was the result of 
an idea conceived by Mr. James T. 
Hyde, an English subject, who was 
prominently identified during the era 
with the staging of New York’s bril- 
liant horse shows. When Hyde return- 
ed to his native England for a visit, he 
attended the annual cat show at the 
famous Crystal Palace in London. He 
was amazed by what he saw. It was 
then that he decided that such an 
event could be a tremendous success 
in America. He was thrilled by the 
unusual large attendance at the Pal- 
ace, the gaily bedecked cages, the 
lovely and varied assortments of rep- 
resented breeds and colors of cats, 
and the overall interest displayed by 
cat owner and visitor alike. 

Carefully, he noted the operation of 
the show, sought out the officials for 
additional information for handling 
such an event, and resolved, when he 
1eturned to America, to stage such 
an exhibition in New York’s fabulous 
Madison Square Garden. 

Hyde lost little time launching his 
cat show idea. First, he completed 
arrangements for the use of the Gar- 
den, and then set out to enroll entries 
throughout the United States and Eng- 
land as well. 

Fortunately he enlisted the aid of 
Dr. Rush Shippen Huidekoper, who 
had published a book titled, The Cat. 
This book had recently been released 
and was “a guide to the classification 
and varieties of cats, and a short 
treatise upon their care, diseases and 
treatment.” The tome made Dr. Huide- 
koper the best known and informed 
cat authority in America. 

Dr. Huidekoper first became inter- 
ested in cats while a medical student 
in Paris, Edinburgh and London. He 
attended several of the Crystal Palace 
shows in London during his academic 
sojourn in England and eagerly sought 
the company of the breeders and ex- 
hibitors of fine cats of that day. He 
agreed to be the chief judge of the 
Madison Square show. Two of his 
friends, a Miss Hurlburt and Mr. T. 
Farrer Rackman of East Orange, N. J., 
also recognized feline authorities, as- 
sisted Dr. Huidekoper as officials. 

The show proved to be a huge suc- 
cess and attracted many entries and 
several thousand visitors from all sec- 
tions of the Bast, despite the fact 
that New York City on that May 8th 
date sweltered in a 96-dezgree tempera- 
ture. Naturally, the cats suffered from 
intense heat and their caged “ordeal” 


and as a result, several of the speci- 
mens died. Eight entries were received 
from England for the competition, but 
sources fail to reveal if any of these 
English cats perished. 

This first New York show attracted 
one hundred and seventy-six cats rep- 
resenting one hundred and twenty-five 
owners. 


Exactly how Dr. Huidekoper and his 
assistants officiated at the show is not 
known, but it is assumed that the 
same standard of rules and regulations 
that governed at Crystal Palace were 
employed at Madison Square Garden. 

Best Cat in the show was a Brown 
Tabby Neuter named Cosie. It was 
a Maine cat owned by Mrs. E. N. Bark- 
er, who later became an outstanding 
international personality of the Cat 
Fancy as a breeder of Brown Tabbies, 
a judge, promoter of early cat exhibi- 
tions, and a writer of articles for cat 
magazines. 


Although the Madison Square Gar- 
den show is regarded as the first for- 
mal event of its kind in America, re- 
search proves that it was by no means 
the first cat show. It is recorded that 
such events were held in the early 
Seventies, mostly in Maine, and were 
staged by seafaring men and those 
who built the ships. It is also known 
that prior to 1884 cat shows were 
held in Boston, New York and Phila- 
delphia, but the dates and the results 
have been dissolved by time. 

One of the best known “show cats” 
of the period prior to 1895 was a Silver 
Tabby male named Richelieu, owned 
by a Mr. Robinson of Bangor, Maine. 
Richelieu, presumably a Maine cat, 
traveled with his master and was 
generally considered to be the “cat to 
beat” at these early events. 

Richelieu was “very lightly marked,” 
weighed 20 pounds, and was “about 7 
years old” in 1884. 

Exactly how a judge determined the 
Best Cat in these first shows must be 
left to the imagination of the reader. 
It could be perhaps by any number 
of qualifying points, from weight to 
thickness of coat, and from color to 
length of tail. 

Three other Maine cats competed in 
the shows against Richelieu. There 
were Dot and Baba, Blue-eye Whites, 
both males despite their feminine- 
sounding names, owned by Mrs. E. R. 
Pierce of Maine; and Leo, a Brown 
Tabby, owned by Mrs. Persis Bodwell 
Martin of Augusta, Maine. 

Two other cat shows were held in 
America during 1895, following the 
Madison Square Garden event. One at 
Plainfield, N. J., of which no additional 
information has been procured; and 
the other at Newburgh, N. Y., pre- 
sumably held in the Fall of the year 
at a county fair. Best Cat at New- 
burgh was the famous Brown Tabby 


male, King Humbert, owned by Mrs. 
Barker. King Humbert was an import 
from England, born in April 1894. 

All indications point to Brown Tab- 
bies as the outstanding show cats at 
the beginning of the American Cat 
Fancy, brought about, no doubt, by the 
fact that the class boasted Best Cat 
in these first shows. 

In 1896, six cat shows were held in 
America as far as existing records 
reveal. Madison Square Garden held 
its second annual event, followed by 
exhibitions again in Plainfield and 
Newburgh. Springfield, Mass. had one 
show on January 1, 1896, and repeated 
again on October 21. Toronto, Canada 
held the first cat show in the Domin- 
ion the same year. With the exception 
of the Springfield dates, no other in- 
formation has been found about these 
shows except that King Humbert was 
again Best Cat at Newburgh. 

At the second New York show, 
eighty-two owners exhibited one hun- 
dred and thirty-two cats.

The Falling Cat Turns Over . . . ty 1am. metien 


(AIDED BY TAIL? OR BY THE EAR CANALS?) 


“When ...a falling cat twists so 
that it lands on its feet, its tail is 
its greatest aid in maintaining bal- 
ance,” says Edwin Way Teale, noted 
entomologist, in his latest book, 
Days Without Time (page 144). 

“The ability to turn appears to 
depend upon the semicircular canals 
of the ear, and these evidently are 
present also in the deaf cat... both 
deaf and hearing blue-eyed white 
cats make the turn perfectly and 
land on all four feet when released 
back down at a distance of twelve 
to eighteen inches from the ground,” 
says the present writer in The Sci- 
ence and the Mystery of the Cat 
(page 70). 

Which of these statements is cor- 
rect? 

It was already common knowledge 
that long-tailed cats, even wild ones, 
such as ocelots, make the turn per- 
fectly, and so, when asked to eluci- 
date the subject further and answer 
this question, my first move was to 
have the experiment made with bob- 
tail cats and tailless Manx. This 
seemed the only way to answer the 
question, and the interesting data are 
now in hand. 

Mrs. W. F. Wilkenhauer of Berkeley, 


California, a great lover of wild felines 
who has kept an African lioness cub 
and a cougar cub, now owns a pair of 
lynxes (bobcats) which have the run 
of the house. She has found her wild 
pets “amazingly brilliant” and also 
that the paws of wild felines are ex- 
tremely sensitive and they dislike to 
have them touched. She dared not 
make the experiment at all with her 
male bobcat, who “stands for no non- 
sense,” but the female was easy to 
handle. Her paws were not held but 
she was supported under the back un- 
til let fall, when she made a perfect 
landing in spite of her abbreviated tail, 
but with a most surprised expression 
on her face “as though wondering what 
on earth was the matter with us!” 

At the same time I appealed to sev- 
eral Manx cat owners, four of whom 
made the experiment. 

Miss Winifred Porter of New Or- 
leans says :“Sixteen Manx, ages eight 
weeks to eleven years —all landed 
square on four feet regardless of 
height, though they looked at me as 
though asking if I were crazy. Mrs. 
Tebbetts (Windibank Cattery) who 
has recently moved to New Orleans as- 
sisted me and we became so interested 
and enthused we tried all the cats,

Siamese, Burmese, Abyssinian and 
Persian, and there was no difference— 
seventy cats in all.” 

Mrs. Loring Whitman of Chappaqua, 
New York, reports: “I am happy to 
inform you that your request that I 
turn my Manx cat upside down and 
drop it has been followed to the letter. 
The distance as you prescribed was 
two feet, the landing field also as you 
prescribed, ‘soft, deep cushions.’ This 
experiment was conducted not once 
but several times, as I considered it 
great fun. The cat in question was 
very much insulted, but landed on her 
feet every time. I then extended the 
experiment to her present litter of 
six-week-old kittens, of which one is 
tailless and two have tails of normal 
length. The kits were less agile than 
their mother and occasionally landed 
on their sides, but the tailless one was, 
if anything, rather better in his per- 
centage of falls on feet. I don’t know 
when I have received a request which 
gave me more pure pleasure.” 

Mrs. M. Cordrey of Elida, Ohio, made 
the experiment with two female Manx 
eats, one of which made a perfect 
landing on her feet, “Another female 
I made the test on has had some ear

Oddly enough, America did not have 
a single cat club until just after the 
second New York exhibit when, with 
the assistance of the officials of Madi- 
son Square Garden, the American Cat 
Club was organized with the object of 
staging a Grand National Cat Show 
annually, and patterned after the Na- 
tional Cat Club of England, which 
sponsored the exhibitions at the Crys- 
tal Palace. 

Dr. Rush S. Huidekoper of New 
York was the president of the Ameri- 
can Cat Club, with W. D. Mann of 
New York, a magazine editor, and 
Mrs. E. N. Barker of Newburgh, N. Y., 
vice-presidents; and James T. Hyde, 
secretary-treasurer. The executive 
committee comprised T. Farrar Rack- 
ham of Bast Orange, N. J., Miss Edith 
Newbold of Southampton, L. L, N. Y., 
Mrs. Harriet C. Clarke, of New York, 
Charles R. Pratt of New York and 
Joseph W. Stray of Brooklyn. 

It may be well to mention that the 
Crystal Palace shows began in 1871 
with Harrison Weir producing the ini- 
tial event. However, it was not until 
1887 that the National Cat Club was 
crganized, with Weir as its first presi- 
dent. 

The underlying factors for founding 
the American Cat Club were similar to 
those of the National Cat Club of Eng- 
land namely, (1) to promote honesty in 
the breeding of cats, so as to ensure 
purity in each breed or variety; (2) 
to determine the classification re- 
quired, and to encourage the adoption 
of such classification by breeders, ex- 
hibitors, judges, and the committees of 
cat shows; (3) to maintain and keep 
a stud book; (4) to assist in the show- 
ing and breeding of cats by holding 
exhibitions under a set of governing 
rules and regulations, including best 
sanitary conditions; and (5) to deter-

mine a basis upon which to award 
championships and other prizes. 


But the American Cat Club col- 
lapsed within a year, and as a result 
the annual New York City shows were 
suspended for seven years. 


In 1897, Chicago staged a cat show 
that was managed by Mrs. Leland Nor- 
ton and proved a tremendous success, 
Interest zoomed in the Midwest from 
this show and later the same year St. 
Louis held a show, although no de- 
tailed information is available. In Jan- 
uary 1899, the Chicago Cat Club was 
crganized and staged the first Ameri- 
can exhibition under organization 
sponsorship. Mrs. Norton was the 
president of this club. Almost at the 
same time, Mrs. Clinton Locke of 
Chicago organized the Beresford Cat 
Club, which became a success imme- 
diately, dwarfed the original Chicago 
Cat Club into absorption a year later, 
and launched a national register or 
stud book, that was published before 
the end of the year. What the Madison 
Square Garden officials had hoped for 
in New York was an established fact 
and a growing success in Chicago. 


The first Beresford Cat Club show 
awarded one hundred and _ seventy- 
eight prizes. The club had a roster of 
one hundred and seventy members. 


Milwaukee staged a cat Show tied 
up with an all-pet exhibition in 1898, 
and Boston and Hartford, Connecticut 
held events the same year. Danbury, 
Connecticut was added the following 
year. 

The West held its first cat show at 
Los Angeles and at Fresno, California 
in 1901, while the South witnessed its 
first exhibition the same year at Mem- 
phis. 

First cat club in the South was the 
Louisville, (Ky.) Cat Club founded in 
1900. The first western cat club was 
organized in 1900, and is active today. 

It is the Pacific Cat Club of San 
Francisco, Calif. 

The first successful club in the East, 
also active today, is The Atlantic Cat 
Club of New York, founded in 1902.

Fanciers Await 1949 All-America Rankings 


The die is cast for thirty-three cats 
which will make up the 1949 All Am- 
erican honor roll of great cats. The 
announcement of the lineup is being 
eagerly awaited by Cat Fanciers 
throughout the United States. Official 
notices to the winning AA cat owners 
have already been mailed, with the re- 
sult that a glittering parade of the 
finest cats of 1949—The All-American 
Cats—is scheduled in these pages next 
month. 

This is the greatest array of feline 
talent ever assembled in the three 
years that the rankings have been 
made. Every 1949 All-American cat 
has rightfully earned his title more so 
this year than ever before, because to 
be eligible for a Sectional ranking a 
cat must have garnered at least 25 
points, and to make the All-American 
“team,” a cat is now required to have 
at least a total of 50 points. 

Competition between the Long Hair 
Blue and the popular Siamese has been 
terrific during the past Show Season. 
This competition has been provided by 
the many cats that make up these 
classes. Consequently, it is expected 
that the greatest interest will be shown 
in the Blues and the Siamese, with the 
Silvers, Whites and Blacks following 
very close behind. 

Interest has been added to the Solid 
Reds and Tortoiseshell classes because 
of the special prize trophies to be 
awarded by the Solid Red and Tor- 


toiseshell Society for the first time. 
It is hoped that in the future, specialty 
clubs will follow the lead of the Socie- 
ty to honor the owner and the Cat 
which has the fine fortune of being 
selected an All-American. 

As in the past, those interested in 
the All-American rankings should 
study carefully the lineups of each 
section and attempt to select his or 
her prize list. Then when the formal 
list appears, compare your choices 
with the winners. 

Much interest is centered on the 
Cat of the Year for 1949. Heretofore, 
Blue males were the winners with 
Siamese taking Best Opposite Sex. In 
1947, Wimauma Masterpiece of Chal- 
su, owned by Charles Victor of North 
Hollywood, captured the title, with 
Lantara Gene, a Blue Point female 
owned by Mrs. R. H. Hecht of Nor- 
mandy, Mo., getting the mathematical 
“nod” for Best Opposite Cat of the 
Year. 

Last year, Pearl Harbour Yank, 
owned by Mrs. John H. Revington, 
copped the Cat of the Year title, and 
once again, Mrs. Hecht was the win- 
ning owner of the Best Opposite Sex 
with her Vee Roi’s Katisha, a Seal 
Point. 

This year, strong candidates have 
been nominated for the biggest cat 
title of the year. Oddly enough the 
top scoring cat of each section is a 
female, which means quite definitely 


that the 1949 Cat of the Year will be 
a female. This is the first time in the 
three years that such a situation ex- 
ists. The nominees are Vee Roi’s 
Dream Girl, Seal Point Siamese, own- 
ed by Mrs. Hecht, representing the 
Midwest; Dixi-Land’s Felice of Nor- 
Mont, a Blue, owned by Mrs. Meraid 
E. Hoag, representing the South; Don- 
eraile Drusilla, a Seal Point, owned by 
Mr. and Mrs. Sven Nelson of Brain- 
tree, Mass., representing the East; 
and Lanita, a Seal Point, owned by 
Mrs. June Williams of Temple City, 
Calif., representing the West. 


Could it be that for the first time 
a Siamese will capture the title of 
Cat of the Year? Three of the four 
sections have Siamese leaders. 

Keen is the interest this year for 
1949 Best Opposite Sex Cat of the 
Year, which very definitely will be one 
of these four great male competitors:

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At the annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Cat Association at Chicago, March 
31, the Russian Blue Cat standard of 
the Governing Council of the Cat Fan- 
ey (England) was recognized. This is 
the result of recent imports of this 
breed. 


Until this year, the breed has been 
included in the domestic short hair 
and/or household classes. In recent 
years only one such representative 
of the breed has competed in exhibi- 
tions. This is owned by a Canadian, 
but the pedigree of the cat is unknown.

niche for itself along with penicillin 
and the sulfas. 


ATOMIC RAYS 


The explosion of the atomic bombs 
on Bikini resulted in the slaughter of 
countless animals and fish. not so 
much from the bomb itseit, or the 
heat that emanated, but from the 
clouds of radio-active material spread 
by the wind to the waters of the 
lagoon and the ships anchored there. 
Though some of the deadly substances 
were produced by the bomb, most of 
them were the result of the passage 
of rays from the explosion through 
ordinary materials. Intense radiation 
can transform such ordinary chemi- 
cals as salt and iron so that their 
own atoms become radio-active. These 
radio-active materials are called iso- 
topes. Chemically, they remain the 
same, salt is still salt, and iron still 
iron, but their isotopes give off rays 
deadly in large quantities but harm- 
less in microscopic amounts, and even 
beneficial in medical therapy. 

The action of isotopes is really re- 
markable. A small dose of radioactive 
salt introduced into the bloodstream 
acts as a spy, making it possible to 
follow the flow of blood through the 
body and detect areas of poor circula- 
tion. Through the use of isotopes one 
may watch the sulfas do their work. 
Isotope spys of calcium and phosphor- 
us will reveal whether calcium or 
phosphorus goes directly to the bones, 
if so, which bones, and what propor- 
tion goes to the teeth. There are end- 
less possibilities to intrigue the lay- 
man as well as the scientific mind, and 
though it is anyone’s guess just how 
valuable atomic rays will prove in the 
animal field, it is reasonable to sup- 
pose that anything that helps human- 
ity will ultimately help the animal 
world. 


American Cat Association Adopts 
Standard For Russian Blue Cats 


With research constantly bringing 
to light new discoveries, it would seem 
there is great hope for the welfare of 
future generations. 

The Standard as 
A. C. A. follows: 

The Russian Blue Cat differs essen- 
tially from the ordinary British Short 
Hair, being lithe and long and snaky, 
fine in bone, with a decidedly longish 
face and narrowish skull, while the 
ears are rather large and pointed. The 
primary feature, and one which dis- 
tinguishes it from all other cats, blue 
or otherwise, is the coat, which is 
short, close and lustrous and of a 
sealskin-like texture. The Russian Blue 
is also longer in the leg than the Brit- 
ish Cat. 

Color—Bright blue, even through- 
out and free from tabby markings or 
shadings; medium to dark shade of 
blue, and no white permissible.

Coat — Very short, close and lus- 
trous and of a sealskin-like texture. 

Body—(Build and Tail)—Body long, 
lithe, graceful in outline, and carriage, 
with tail fairly long and tapering. The 
legs are decidedly longish and the 
feet are small, neat and well rounded. 

Head and Neck—The skull is flat 
and narrow, the forehead receding, giv- 
ing a wedge-shaped effect. The face 
and neck are long, giving with the 
long lithe body, the desired snaky ap- 
pearance. 

Eyes—Set rather widely apart, and 
color should be as vividly green as 
possible.

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Two years ago in Oakland, Califor- 
nia I met a fine Veterinarian who spe- 
cialized in the care of small animals. 
He told me of a new infection that 
was occurring in cats. He called it 
“Chorio-encephalitis.” This, he ex- 
plained, was a deadly disease which 
responded to no known form of treat- 
ment, I told him I had never seen or 
heard of such a case and although I 
was interested, but hoped like many 
others, that such a condition might 
never affect my own cats. 

About a year ago, we had visitors 
from the Northern part of the State. 
They told us (after having been shown 
through the Cattery) that they had 
been near some sick cats. Soon after, a 
litter of six-week-old Siamese kittens 
showed signs of sickness. 

At first we noticed only weakness in 
a leg; then soon after, a peculiar 
trembling enveloped the kitten’s body, 
particularly the legs. When we picked 
him up he would cry out as though in 
pain. There was no fever, and the ap- 
petite continued good. 

This condition grew rapidly and pro- 
gressively worse so that there was 
finally convulsive seizures and loud 
screaming cries. Within 24 hours the 
kitten was dead! 

One after another of these kittens 
developed this condition. After a few 
days we were able to detect the very 
earliest stage of the disease, and took 
a kitten showing early symptoms to 
our Veterinarian in San Diego. He ex- 
amined the kitten while we told him 
the history of the case. He said he 
had never seen such a thing; that he 
could not believe that this kitten could 
be so seriously ill. She purred and 
“rubbed whiskers” on his hand and 
walked all over his table, looking al- 
most perfectly normal except for a 
slight limp. I predicted at that time 
that the kitten would be dead within 
24 hours. It was left at the Hospital 
for observation. The next moining 
she was found dead in the cage! 

We lost seven Siamese kittens from 
this condition. It was the entire “crop” 
of that season. They all continued to 
eat right up to the time they died. 
For some strange reason, four Abys- 
sinian kittens which were of the same 
age and in the same room did not con- 
tract this disease. Neither did any of 
the nursing mothers, nor any of our 
other, older cats. Our Veterinarian re- 
cently told us that he saw two similar 
cases last year, but has seen none, so 
far, this year. He says there is no 
known treatment for it. We have heard

of scattered cases in other parts of 
the country from San Francisco to 
New York where a pathologist who 
lost some kittens diagnosed the dis- 
ease as “Polio in Cats.” 

A letter from a cat breeder in Texas 
is interesting in the light of this sit- 
uation: She writes, “I had a beautiful 
Blue Point Siamese male die this week 
from something that the Veterinar- 
ians here claim to know nothing about. 
In another part of town, miles away 
from our place, several cats died from 
the same thing. The cats refuse to 
eat, go into a very high fever and

shake or twitch all over. Something 
like Chorea in dogs. My cat had Gas- 
tro-enteritis last summer. I got him 
over that but he never seemed right 
to me afterward, although the Veter- 
inarians always assured me he was all 
right. Dr. here, seems to think 
my cat and the others might have had 
a form of Polio, but he says he has 
never heard of it in cats. I kept my 
cat alive a week after he was stricken, 
mainly, I believe, by forcing a milk 
and egg concoction down his throat. 
The Veterinarian gave him penicillin 
shots; also B-1 shots. We also gave 
him % aspirin rablet frequently during 
the day. 

“IT have many cats and afraid that 
if this disease is contagious, I shall 
lose them. I have used disinfectant all 
over this farm, but even so, not 
knowing what we are coping with, I 
fear for the rest. Doctor, i? you have 
any ideas and will be so very kind as 
to help us, you will do much to help 
our cat population, because nobody 
here seems to know what it is. I be- 
lieve I have given you the symptoms 
correctly, except that most of the cats 
die in three days. It occurs in the 
ones that have been vaccinated for 
Enteritis as well as the survivors of 
it. They are extremely nervous and 
have final paralysis. This last comes 
from the Veterinarian when I told him 
I was writing you about our cats. He 
is a good doctor with small animals, 
but he admits he has never seen this 
before.” 


The following conclusion may be 
made from this study: 


1. This is a rapidly fatal contagious 
disease of Cats. 


2. Kittens seem to be more suscep- 
tible than grown cats. 


3. The disease affects the brain and 
spinal cord and is apparently virus in 
origin. 

4. The disease is not affected by 
penicillin or sulfonamides. 


5. There seems to be variation in 
the susceptibility of certain breeds of 
cats. 

6. The virus may possibly be trans- 
mitted by human carriers who have 
been around such sick cats. 


7. A study is being made by one 
of the biological supply laboratories on 
an anti-serum for this disease. When 
and if this serum is perfected I shall 
certainly send the information to “Cats 
Magazine.”

Although the All-American cats must 
be conceded to be the outstanding 
show cats in competition during one 
entire exhibition season, based on a 
mathematical system applied to all 
shows staged regardless of affiliation, 
nevertheless there may be even great- 
er cats living today. However these un- 
listed great cats failed to appear in 
sufficient competition or none at all to 
warrant consideration. 


Many of the great All-Americans of 
the past have been retired from com- 
petition.

Pearl Harbour Yank, last year’s stand- 
out was retired. Masterpiece, the 1947 
choice appeared in one show, the Cali- 
fornia Cat Club exhibition at Los An- 
geles, and carried off Best Cat title, 
duplicating this feat in the Solid Color 
specialty event staged in conjunction 
with that show. 

In rating and ranking the cats for 
the Sectional and All-American lists,

Last January, down in Cat 
Bahamas, a common, garden variety 
of alley cat made history in one of 
the slickest, smoothest, racing Yawls 
that ever competed to win a long dis- 
tance race.

There were 
no interviews and no pictures taken at 
Cat Cay—but on the return trip, Spin- 
naker and the Skipper hit the front 
pages of every paper in Florida and a 
few in New York—howeyer this is the 
first inside dope that has ever been 
printed of how Spinnaker was named 
and of him being a stowaway.

The Misses Ruth and Ellen Carlson 
of West Chicago write: “We have long 
marveled at the perfect balance of 
our Manx cats and at their ease of 
movements unencumbered by a tail. 
The results of your requested test 
(and Glen Orry kitties thought we 
were playing a new game with them 
today and were much interested) are 
these: Out of twenty of our Manx 
tested, ranging from six weeks old to 
mature Champions twelve years old, 
males and females included, all with- 
out exception landed on their feet. The 
babies were dropped from about a 
foot above the cushion mat.” 

Now let us summarize: The bobtail 
cat can right itself and fall on its 
feet quite as well as the long-tailed 
cat. Out of forty tailless Manx cats 
and kittens of various ages which have 
been tested, all kittens but one landed 
on their feet in every test and that one 
did better than its two long-tailed 
siblings; and all adults but one landed 
on their feet. The adult that fell on 
her side was suffering from a bad ear 
trouble. Nothing could better prove 
that the health of the ear canals is of 
prime importance in making the land- 
ing. It is quite obvious that the tail 
has no part in helping a cat to right 
itself when falling, but that the scien-
